Digby, ( a principall perſon of thar partie ) written to the 
Queen and Sir Lewis Dzves, whereby that partie diſcovered m 
erideaycur to perſwade His Majeſtie to declare Himſelf, and 
retire into ſome place of fafctie in this Kingdom, in oppoſition 
ro wayes of Accommodation with His people ; And to give 
the better opportunity to himſelf, and other dangerous perſons 
to reſort hither; which could have no other end but to in-

and required Sir. /ohn. Hotham todeliver upthe Town intq His 
hands ; Who perceiving His Majelſtie to be accompanied with: 
fuch Forceas might bave maſtered the Garriſon of the Town; 
And baying received intelligence of an intention to; deprive 
him of Hislife., in caſprbe King ſhould be agmitted,; informed: 
His Majeſtie of the truſt. cepaſed in him by both Houſes of Par- 
lament, and that he coald nat without breach of that truſt lee 
Him in; beſecching His Majeltie to give him leave to { ndto 
the Parliamentato acquaint chem with His Majeſties commands, 
ang t receive their direions thereupon , which he would do 
withall expedition. Which Aglyer His Mejeſtie was aotples- 
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ſedto accept of; butt parade uſed him and his Officers to be

Tohn Hotham with high Treaſon, and aggravating his offence, 


becauſe he pretended the Parliaments command : ('In the mean 
while hindering him of all. means of intelligence with the Par- 
kament ) For His Majeſtic immediatly cauſed all Paſſages 
to be ſtopped between him and them ; And in parfuance 
of rhe fame, one of his ſervants, who was ſent by him with 
Letters to the: Parliament,to inform them of the truth ot chote 
procentngy was apprehended, his Letterstaken from him,and- 
his perſon deteined, whereby ( contrary to the common liber- 
tic of eyery Subje& ) he was not onely deprived of means ro 
clear himſelf of that heavie Accuſation, bur of all wayes of in-- 
tercourſe, either to receive direions. from them thattruſted 
him, or to inform them what had happened. 

The Lords and Commons finding the ſaid proccedingsto be 
a high violation ofthe Privilcdges of Parliament, of which His 
Majeſtic had in ſeverall-Meſſages- expreſſed himſelf ro be © 
tender;A great Infri t of the Libertie of the SubjeR, 
and the Law of the. Land, which His Majeſtic had ſo often lately 
profeſſed ſhould be the rule to govern by, and tending-to the - 
endangering of his Majeſties Perſon and the Kiugdoms peace; . 
Thought. fir, as-well for the viedication of their own Rights 
and Priviledges,the Indemnity of that wortby perſon imploy-- 
ed by them , as far thecleering of their. own proceedings; to 
publiſh theſe enſying Votes, which were made upona former 
rclation thatcame from the King. |
